MANAGERS’  REPORT. 


The  past  year  lias  been  comparatively  an  unfavorable  one 
for  our  Society.  Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  a  contagious 
disease,  the  Managers  have  been  unable  to  canvass  their 
sections  as  thoroughly  as  usual ;  yet  our  subscribers  have 
not  deserted  us,  and  much  good  has  been  done  among  the 
poor. 

$431.43  have  been  collected,  and  123  Bibles  distributed. 

One  Manager  thus  speaks  of  a  boy  of  twelve  who  was 
very  desirous  of  owning  a  Bible :  “  He  begged  his  mother 
very  hard  for  ten  cents  that  be  might  have  a  Bible.  He 
said  be  would  work  for  her  and  try  to  save  money  enough 
to  pay  for  it.  I  told  him  it  was  not  a  book  full  of  pictures, 
except  the  pictures  which  Jesus  Christ  himself  bad  written 
by  his  own  life  of  works  and  self-denial.  He  said  he  knew 
that,  and  the  child  seemed  to  be  so  sincere  in  his  desire  to 
have  the  Bible,  for  its  own  worth,  that  I  told  him  I  would 
bring  him  one,  trusting  that  God  in  his  infinite  wisdom 
might,  through  his  word,  send  out  that  light  and  truth 
which  will  lead  him  through  the  dark  byways  of  life  into 
his  Father's  house  eternal  in  the  heavens.” 

Another  visitor  recounts  the  influence  of  one  Bible  left 
last  year  with  a  woman  who  promised  to  pay  part  of  its 
value.  “  This  year,  when  called  upon  for  the  money,  she 
offered  to  return  it.  Her  husband  had  been  out  of  employ¬ 
ment,  and  said  he  could  not  buy  it.  Her  father  had  died  ; 
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they  had  been  at  a  great  deal  of  expense,  and  had  had  a 
great  deal  of  trouble.  In  her  sorrow,  she  had  followed  the 
guidance  given  her  when  she  took  the  Bible.  She  had,  as 
a  guilty  sinner,  asked  the  mercy  and  grace  of  God  for  Jesus’ 
sake,  and  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  She  had  found  the 
sweet  peace  of  pardoned  sin.  She  was  told  that  she  could 
keep  the  Bible  without  paying  for  it.” 

Our  Bible-reader  has  been  untiring  in  her  efforts  among 
the  lower  classes  ;  and,  while  she  has  made  many  visits  with¬ 
out  apparent  success,  many  others  have  proved  that  the 
Master  has  smiled  upon  her  efforts  in  His  service. 

Again,  as  we  stand  at  the  close  of  another  year,  there  are 
vacant  places  in  our  band  of  Managers.  Death  has  claimed 
two  of  our  number.  The  names  of  Mrs.  E.  E.  McDowell 
and  Miss  Addie  Gorton  have  been  erased  from  our  sin- 
marred  records  to  shine  upon  the  unspotted  page  of  the 
Lamb’s  Book  of  Life  forever  and  forever.  “  They  rest  from 
their  labors  and  their  works  do  follow  them.”
